Summer School at CSDR— 
A “Fun” Experience 


High School 

A total of 101 students enrolled this year 
for the first summer school program ever 
held at CSDR. Of this number 83 were stu- 
dents who are presently enrolled in the high 
school departments. Fifteen students were 
graduates of CSDR who had passed their 
Gallaudet exams and wished to do postgrad- 
uate work. In the postgraduate group we 
also had three graduates of classes for the 
deaf from other -high schools in Southern 
California. 

The academic program for summer school 
was devoted to reading, language and math. 
The work in these subjects was basically an 
enrichment program with the emphasis on 
broadening the student’s outlook rather than 
progression to new grade levels. Self-improve- 
ment and working to the maximum of one’s 
ability were important aspects of this pro- 
gram. 

The postgraduate group did advanced work 
in algebra, geometry and the language arts. 
In literature they explored the modern short 
story, drama, the essay and modern poetry. 
Exercises in language developed techniques 
for writing reports and term papers. Re- 
search and the use of the library materials 
as aids to this type of writing were stressed. 
This type iof material was also introduced 
to the regular classes of summer school. Ex- 
periments in creative writing were also con- 
ducted with the graduate group. 

Both teachers and students were pleased 
with the results of the program, especially 
in terms of learning experiences, self-reliance 
and desire for learning. 

The atmosphere of classes was relaxed 
and informal. Individual correction and help 
was freely asked and given. The rapport 
between teachers and students was excellent. 
The academic staff felt that the summer 
school was a most worthwhile experience 
for all persons involved and that each student 
profited from the program in many ways.

Vocational Education 

The first summer school at CSDR found 88 
high school age students in one or more of 
our vocational classes. Of the 88 students 68 
had two vocational subjects one of which was 
elected by the students themselves while the 
second subject was assigned on the basis of 
value of the training to the particular stu- 
dent and the class space available in the 
various classes after the stud’ent elective 
needs had been met. 

Training in both skill and related knowl- 
edge was given in the following vocational 
areas: businjess arts to 29 students; cabinet- 
upholstery ito 22 students; electricity-electro- 
nics to 21 students; power sewing to 25 stu- 
dents; letterpress printing to 24 students; 
and offset printing to 21 students. In addition 
to these vocational offerings, 20 students re- 
ceived driver training and driver education 
instruction. Of these students in driving 
classes three took behind the wheel training 
only, eleven had only classroom driver 'edu- 
cation and six had both in the car and 
classroom work. 

Our vocational summer school program 
provided the students with training experi- 
ences over and above that possible during the 
regular school year. This additional training 
time, although not long, ad'ds to their actual 
working experience which is always impor- 
tant when seeking a job. Both students and 
teaching staff were enthusiastic about the 
program. It was the opinion of both grloups 
that much learning of related information 
and add'ed skills in hand and machine opera- 
tion came about as a result of the summer 
program. Since school has re-opened for the 
new school year several of the vocational 
teachers have made comments to the effect 
that most of the students who were in sum- 
mer school have shown an improved attitude 
toward their regular school program and this 
in itself will provide continuing benefits of 
greater learning as the school year progresses,

Dorm and Free Time Activities 

Well before last March, -at which time offi- 
cial word was finally received that we would 
have a summer school session on the CSDR 
campus, 'the administrative staff began to 
discuss what the snmmer program should in- 
clude. The ultimate goal, of course, was to 
have 'the best possible type of program which 
would not only be of advantage to the stu- 
dents but to the regular program of the 
school as well. 

Those who were involved in the planning 
of the prospective dormitory program and 
the after-school activity program recognized 
the importance of routine as vital to the 
education of delaf youngsters. However, 
experience told us that routine of one 
uniform kind can destroy the intensity and 
flow of ,a Child’s spirit. In carefully analyzing 
prevalent procedures in working with deaf 
youngsters, we felt there were strong indica- 
tions that in too many oases youngsters were 
being raised to be good children rather than 
good’ adults. Although constant changes and 
improvements in programs and procedures 
take place on this campus .throughout the 
regular school year, in a constant attempt to 
strengthen these problem areas, the possibili- 
ties for growth offered by a summer school 
session were decidedly multiplied. 

Serious discussion resulted in the reemphas- 
izing of several attributes of character in 
which altogether too many deaf youngsters 
appear to lack sufficient development; attri- 
butes such as accepting responsibility for 
one’s own actions, self-guid'ance or inner dis- 
cipline, and 'the ability to make good' decisions. 
We think the summer school dormitory and 
activity programs were designed in such a 
way as to allow .maximum growth in these 
areas. Although the time limitation of the 
summer school session presented a major 
handicap, we felt that we might draw from 
the experience some profitable ideas for 
changes in the mental health program which 
We employ during the regular school year. 

After the ‘initial groundwork was com- 
pleted, it w|as necessary to communicate 
each detail of the program to the students 
and their parents. This was done by inviting 
the staff, the students and the parents to 
participate in an orientation assembly held 
in the social hall on the evening before the 
summer school classes began. To reinforce the 


information presented verbally by the super- 
visors of 'the various departments, the stu- 
dents and their parents were presented with 
a Student Handbook Which contained the 
same information. The topics covered by the 
department supervisors and by 'the handbook 
were (1) the classroom rolls and rotation 
schedules, (2) 'the general daily schedule, (3) 
the schedule of special activities, (4) general 
permissions and restrictions, (5) clothing 
regulations, (6) the privilege card system, and 
(7) 'the new dining room procedure. Follow- 
ing the general assembly, buzz sessions were 
held in the various dormitories for the an- 
swering of specific question and for clarifi- 
cation. 

Keeping in mind our primary goal of help- 
ing each student develop the previously men- 
tioned character attributes which will aid him 
in becoming a better adult, may we draw 
from the Student Handbook a description of 
the type of activity program Which wjaS 


offered. 

The special afternoon and evening activ- 
ities began at 3:45 each weekday afternoon. 
This program was organized and Carried out 
by two activity directors, with the help of 
the dormitory counselors and selected stu- 
dents. That program was as follows.

PRIVILEGE CARDS 


Privilege cards were used with hopes of 
strenthening the student’s ability to govern 
himself and make wise decisions regarding 
his behavior. “A” cards were distributed to 
students who had been enrolled’ in the high 
school department for a period of one year 
or more. “B” cards were distributed to stu- 
dents who would 1 enter the high school depart- 
ment in September 1966. “C” cards were not 
issued unless disciplinary /action was in order. 

The following is quoted from the Student 
Handbook: 

Privilege cards entitle students to the 
following privileges: 

“A” CARD HOLDERS 

1. Town privileges any afternoon. Must re- 
turn to dorm by 9:00 p.m.

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2. May have dinner off campus. 

' 3. May attend off-campus activities. 

4. May attend all on-campus activltes. 

Note: If an “A” card holder plans to have 
dinner offl-campus, he must sign out on the 
appropriate register by 1:00 p.m. of the same 
day. 

“B” CARD HOLDERS 

1. Town privileges any afternoon. Must re- 
turn to dorm by 5:30 p.m. 

2. May attend off-campus activities space 
permitting. 

3. May attend all on-eampus activities. 

Note: “B” card holders may request an 

“A” c'ard after itwo weeks. The request will 
be judged by the student representatives and 
by the counselors. The applicant’s conduct 
must warrant the change before an “A” card 
is granted. 

"C” CARD HOLDERS 

1. May leave campus only if accompanied 
by an adult. 

2. May attend all on-campus activities. 

Note: Only students who abuse their “A” 

card or “B” card privileges will be issued a 
“C” card. “C” card holders are considered on 
restriction. “C” card holders may request 
“B” cards after two weeks. The requests will 
be judged by student representatives and the 
counselors. 

It is interesting to note that by the end of 
the summer school session only three stu- 
dents had abused their privileges to the ex- 
tent that the issuing of a “C” card became 
necessary. Only one “A” card holder was 
dropped to a “B” card, but was reinstated at 
the end of a two week period. In light of the 
fact that 101 students were enrolled in the 
summer school program, each with freedom 
to choose his own activities within broad, 
but well defined limits, we were impressed 
with their record. Morale did not decline over 
the weeks as was expected, but remained at : 
a high level. It is an interesting sidelight to 
note that during the summer session percent- 
age of illnesses reported at the infirmary 
dropped off almost completely. 

In keeping with our desire to help our stu- 
dents become more independent, a new eat- 
ing program was also initiated. Instead of 
going to the dining room at a specified time 
the students were free to go to the dining 
room at any time the various meals were be- 
ing served. Or, if they so chose, they were 
free to miss the meal altogether. 

Instead of being served by waitresses, the 
students passed through a cafeteria line. 


This plan was so successful that it has be- 
come a permanent part of our 1 mealtime pro- 
gram for junior high and high school students. 

As we look back upon the summer school 
program we freely admit that some of the 
original ideas were ultimately less successful 
than others. We realize that the success of 
the entire program can be attributed, to some 
measure, to the mere fact that it was new 
and different to 'the students and that it 
was not of long duration. Also, the very na- 
ture of a summer school program can lend 
itself to success for the simple reason that 
programs and activities can be presented 
which would not be practical for the regular 
school year. Nonetheless, there were definite 
aspects of the program which, with modifica- 
tion, would make significant contributions to 
the mental health progam of the regular 
school year. 

We feel that the young people who partici- 
pated in summer school responded and profit- 
ed greatly from the maximum opportunities 
offered them to grow in areas of self-guidance 
or inner discipline; areas which we feel are 
extremely necessary in ’the character make- 
up of all good adults.

The New Texas Project 
in Earth Science 

Some of our Students in Junior High 
School were divided into two classes for the 
Texas Project. We go to Miss Paul’s room 
from 8:30 to 9:15, and from 9:15 to 10:00. 
We are learning about geology. It’s all 
about the earth. Now we are learning about 
the earth, sun, moon, tod other planets. We 
are the first classes to ever study 1 this sub- 
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jeot (Earth Science) at the Riverside School 
for the Deaf I 

The book that we use is “Geology” and it 
costs $5,00. This book is very beautiful and 
interesting. It is about the earth, rock, min- 
erals, etc. 

What we got from Texas' are visuals. Vis- 
uals or transparencies are drawings on a 
kind of clear paper (like cellophane) and 
you can see through them.
